Net Worth Of Kentucky 
River Coal Over 4 Million 



The net worth of Kentucky River Coal Cor- 
poration, Lexington, rose to $4,153,251.54, in- 
cluding $109,486 56 in employes retirement in 
1957, according to The Kentucky Report, a 
monthly magazine published by Kentucky First 
Research, Inc , Louisville. 

The amount is equal to around $41 50 book 
value per common share based on 100,000 
sharro outstanding including 100 shares of 
treasury stock. 

The Kentucky Report says the following 
of the corporation: 

"Kentucky River, which does no mining 
itself but leases operations to other mining com 
panics on royalty basis, had net of $689,475.28 
after aU charges, equal to $7 05 per share; paid 
out $599, 4(H) in dividends on common $6 per 
share (same as year before) and carried $90,075 
to retained surplus Now has $1,256,367 86 in 
surplus account. 

“Royalties on coal ran $1,175,450 28 for 
year. Total income was $1,266,554 16 made up 
of rent*, profit from sale of land in Florida, 
sale of real estate, timber, depreciable assets 
and other assets, dividends and Interest. Com- 
pany has no debt. 

"Significant note by astute Pres. Roger F 
Cooper, who manages these properties with 
fiduciary finesse, Indicated studied attention 
has been given to diversification of Kentucky 



River’s property holdings which now encom- 
pass mile of rich East Florida ocean frontage 
bought for $291,500 past year Ky. River prev- 
iously bought 2,600 acres of nonmineral land in 
Florida for $161,000 and sold 1.200 acres for 
j:(H profit. 

“Coal tonnage mined from Ky. River prop- 
erties under royalty arrangement rose 9% and 
royalty income was up 11%. Gross income was 
13% higher, and net after taxes was 11% ovei 
1956. Dividend payout, probably unequalled 
hereabouts, ran 24% of Invested capital. Divi- 
dend and surplus coupled were 28 2091 >f in- 
vestment. 

‘One cautious note in report to shareown- 
ers by Cooper was this: "While these results 
are extremely gratifying, it is only proper that 
we note also certain indicia of a disturbing 
trend which developed toward the end of the 
year. Consumption of coal by utilities, steel and 
other industrials showed a decrease, while ex- 
ports, which had accounted for the largest cus- 
tomer increase, began to decline. As a result, 
prices, both foraign and domestic, weakened .” 

"Kentucky Report would hasten to add en- 
couraging note: downtrend in steel already ap- 
pears to have been halted and although unem- 
ployment reached new high in February there 
is e.very indication an uptrend has been signal- 
led But hedging coal with Florida shoreline is 
mighty smart business "

Doctor-Choice 
Measure Dies 
In Assembly 

The controversial "chorlce-of- 
doctors” bill, enthusiastically 
supported by the Kentucky 
Medical Association, was among 
measures that died in the House 
Friday night aa the 1958 Gen- 
eral Assembly adjourned. 

The bill was fought bitterly 
by the United Mine Workers of 
America .which claimed its pas- 
sage would result in closing of 
the U.M.W.’s seven hospitals in 
Eastern Kentucky. 

The bill, S. B. 208, was never 
called up for a vote in the 
House. 

Likewise dying in committee 
was the so-called “loan-shark” 
bill, which would have cut the 
interest rate chargeable by 
small-loan companies from 42 
per cent a year to 12 per cent. 

That measure, S. B. 155, was 
sponsored by Senator Denver 
Knuckles, Midlesboro Republi- 
can.

Nursing School Receiving Applications 






Washington, D.C. — Interviev^g and test- 
ing of applicants for the second class of the 
school of professional nursing at Harlan, Ken- 
tucky, to begin in September, 1958. was an- 
nounced today. 

The purpose of the school is to educate 
professional nurses for the ten memorial hos- 
pitals which provide services for beneficiaries 
of the United Mine Workers Welfare and Re- 
tirement Fund. The hospitals are located in 
Eastern Kentucky, West Virginia and Virginia, 
and have been in operation for two years. Seven 
classes of practical nurses already have been 
trained for duty in the hospitals. 

Prospective male and female students for 
the Harlan school will be interviewed at various 
points In the area of the hospitals beginning 
this month. Candidates must have completed 
high school and pass the entrance requirements 
of Morehead State College, Morehead, Ky., 
where the students will be enrolled for the 
first academic year (The program, leading to a 
diploma in nursing and registration in Ken- 
tucky as a licensed professional nurse (R.N.), 
will require three years. 

During the first two semesters when the 
student is enrolled git Morehead State College, 
courses will be offered in human anatomy and 



physiology, general chemistry, principles of 
nutrition, microbiology, psychology, sociology, 
engllsh. and physical education. 

The Remainder of the three years the stu- 
dent will spend in the hospitals of the Miners 
Memorial Hospital Association, where experi- 
ence in medical, surgical, pediatric, and obstet- 
ric nursing will be offered. Experience in 
psychiatric nursing will be made available 
through an affiliation with one of the State 
Mental Hospitals In Kentucky, 

The opportunity is open to high school 
graduates, male and female, between the ages 
of 17 and 35 who meet the Morehead Entranc 
Requirement, are in good physical and mental 
health as determined by tests, and who are 
able to make acceptable scores on the pre-test 
given by the Harlan School of Professional 
Nursing. 

The schedule for testing and interviewing 
for the Miners Memorial Hospital Association 
School of Professional Nursing is as follows:

The Bulldogs of fiery Goebel Ritter hum- 
ilated the Northern Kentucky power with a 
blistering offensive charge which left the War- 
riors trailing hopelessly shortly after the start 
of the second half and finally ended in mas- 
sacre, the mountain men winning 87-49.
